A fow days ago, tho following appeared
In The Critic i

street, yesterday, hy the editor of Thm

Critic, ft small portroonnale, containing- n few
dollars, Jf the owner will pall at theCrltla ofllro
and desrcbo the contents ot the purse It will be
returned.

Tho avcrago reader was induced to look
upon tho advertisement as a hoax, as editors
aro not generally so conscientious about
such llttlo matters. But then tho average
reader ,dld not know tho editor of The
Cbitic. Tho latter did not knowhlmsolf
cither, six hours after tho advertisement
appeared.

llo even wished that ho wcro dead, and
moro than onco repented tho honest spirit
that Induced lilra to publicly notify tho
owner to como forward and claim tho prop-
erty. His callers wcro legion.

First and foremost camu a tramp. Ills
talo of suffering from Washington malaria
and his inability to afford to loso oven a
small sum of money would havo touchod
the heart ot an psplialt manufacturer, but
tho editor of The Critic was too shrowd
to bo gulled by tho statement that his caller
was seeking a three-dolla- r bill.

Tho next applicant was a dark-oyo- d

woman iu widow's weeds. Sho was proviso
in her praiso of tho editor's thoughtful-- n

ess, and assured lrim that sho was charmed
to know that her pockotbook had not fallen
into dishonest bands. Sho had always
been a subscriber to The Ciutic, and Just
as soon as tho editor handed over her lost
funds sho would proccod to rcnow her sub-
scription. But unfortunately sho failed to
do to. Her pocketbook was a red ono. Tho
ono found by tho editor was not.

A youth, with his arm In a sling and a
peculiar eruption in his faco, was another
applicant.

WORK ON CAPITOL HILL.

Whnt Hcnntoro mill ItopreientnUves

In tho Scnato Sonator Anthony

presented tho petition of GOO employes of
tho Census Bureau, asking for ono month's
additional pay.

Senator Edmunds, from tho Committee
on Judiciary, reported a bill io punish
polygamy nnd for other purposes.

Mr. Morrill, from tho Commlttoo on
Flnanco, reported back adversely sovoral
bills looking to a metric coinage

Mr. Blair, from tho Cominitteo on Pen-
sions, reported a bill for tho relief of Mrs.
Lincoln. Tho bill gives her $15,000 nnd a
pension of $5,000 during hor natural llfo.
It was passed unanimously.

Mr. Georgo introduced a hill making the
Agricultural Department an Exccutiro
Department.

Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, introduced
a bill to incorporate tho National Guarantco
Fidelity Company of tho District of
Columbia.

Tbo morning hour being over, Mr. Sher-
man's funding bill was taken up aud Mr.
Call took tho floor. Ho will probably get
turougu

In tho Home.
A privileged report was submitted to tho

Houso this morning directing tho Commit-tc- o

on Commcrco to inquire into tho for-

eign carrying trado, which was adoptod.
Messrs. Abraham S. Howltt and J.JUyatt

Smith wcro granted Indefinite leavo of
tho latter on account of sickness, and

tho former to attend tho funeral of the late
Clarkson N. Potter.

Tho Houso considered spiritedly a bill,
tho significance of which was tho removal
of duty until January 1, 1634, on nil con-
tributions from abroad to charitable objects
in this country. Thero was a neat llttlo
debato on this bill. Tho bill was reported
from tho Ways and Means Committeo pro-
viding for tho passago frco of duty of a lot
of clothing contributed by foreign philan-
thropists for tho colored oxodustcra in
Kansas.

Tho proposition to extend tho scopo or
tho measure to other charitablo objects was
a motion by Sam Cox, who said, nddrossing
that prince of protectionists, Judgo Kolloy,
chairman of tbo Ways and Means Commit-
tee, that it would bo no moro unreasonable
to enlargo tho scopo of tho measure than
tho action of tho Houso was when it agreed
formerly to admit frco a menagcrio of all
tho animals in tho ark to attend tho Phila-
delphia Centennial to study human nature.

Hooker, of Mississippi, insisted that tho
bill was a proposition to open up a channel
for admitting goods frco unrestricted.

Mr. Haskell, with a good doal of noiso,
proved that It only referred to clothing.

Mr. Cox explained that tho object of his
motion was simply to glvo equal privileges
to whito as well as colored peoplo, and In a
neat llttlo speech with tho text, "Glvo tho
whito man a chanco," ho odvocatod his
amendment.

After further discussion tho bill was
passed.

Mr. Humphrey, who ovidontly had a
constituent unprovided for, introduced a
resolution to appoint an additional man in
chargo of tho Houso elevator, maintaining
that tho hours, from 7 a. in. to 5 p. in.,
were too sovero on ono person.

Tbo resolution was referred to tho Com-

mitteo on Accounts.
A number of committees reported during

tho morning hour. Tho most interesting
report was tho favorable recommendation
of tho resolution calling on tho Secretary
of War for a statoment of tho expenditures
of appropriations for tho Signal Servico
from 1875 to 1681, including all disburse-
ments mado by Capt. Honry W. Howgato.
This was adopted.

Tno Houso then went into Uommttteo or
tho Wholo on tho fortification bill.

arm shall receive a pension at tho rate of
$37.50 per month from the dato of tho ap-
proval of tho act.

also provides that tho circulation shall at
no timo exceed ninety per cent, of tho par
valuo of tho bonds dopositcd,

Gen. Frederick Wilhelm Stolgleman, tho
ablo and efficient messenger to the House
Committeo on Appropriations, when talk-

Tho Scnato Judiciary Commlttoo havo
agreed on a bill designed for tho suppression
of polygamy. Its main features are sections
(based en Mr. Edmund's bill) doing away
with the present requirement for proofs of
polygamous marriages, by providing that
tho fnct of living in bigamous relations
shall bo sufficient ovldcnco for conviction,
and that In prosecutions for bigamy any
person drawn ns a Juryman may bo chal-
lenged on tho ground that ho practicos or
believes in polygamy as a religious rlto,
and ccrtnln now provisions Introduced by
Senator Logan, debarring nil polygamlsts
from tho prlvllcgo of voting, services on
juries, or holding office.

At 10:30 o'clock on Saturday tho Houso
Committee on Territories will moct in
special session to hear tho delegation which
arrived last night from Dakota. Tho Hon.
A. C. Mellette, register of tho United
States land-ofllc- at Watertown, and othor
gentlemen will address tho meeting on tho
subjects of division and admission of cortaln
portions of tbo Territory. Mr. Mcllctto
heads tho Central Dakota delegation, is a
gentleman of cxtonslvo knowledgo iu
Dakota affairs, and will, no doubt, lay tho
matter before tho committeo very
plauslblo light which ho is capablo of. Ho
has many friends hero and will do yooman
service for tho people ho represents.

This morning Gen. Hunton and Messrs.

Tho Rev. Dr. John P. Nowman was asked

whether or not ho intended to leave tho
Methodist Episcopal body upon taking
chargo of tho Madlson-avenu- o Congroga
tional Church. Dr. Nowman said: "There is
no reason why I should leavo tho Metho-
dist Episcopal communion becauso I chooso
to preach in a Congregational church. I
havo not yet left tho Methodist Church, and
do not know that anything of tho kind
will happen. This is an ago of broad
catholicity, I am thankful to say, and tho
lines which were onco strictly drawn in
such matters aro disappearing. I nrcachod
for soveral months in Dr. Cuyler's pulpit
in Brooklyn last year, and thore is no rea-
son why I should not preach in tho

Congregational Church now.
Tho history of my presout engagement may
bo summed up very briefly : Last winter I
was appointed a delegate to the Mothodlst
Ecumenical Council, which met in London
last summer, and when tho four months
which I devoted to that wcro endod, I
found myself without a pulpit and at lib-
erty to accept invitations to preach. In
tho meantime I havo been writing a llttlo,
and havo nearly finished a book of which
I havo great hopes, but concerning which I
am not at liberty to speak further. Tho
Madison-avcnu- o Congregational Church is
without a pastor, and I am without a pul-
pit. I was invited to preach there for a
while no settled period of timo has been
fixed upon, perhaps three or four months
and I havo consented. Nothing has been
settled about my becoming tho permanent
pastor of tho church. Now you havo tho
wholo story."

"Suppose," asked tho reporter, "you
wcro to becomo tho regular pastor of tho
church ; would that necessitate your with-
drawal from tho Methodist Episcopal
body?"

"That depends upon circumstances. A
Congregational church is almost an inde-
pendent body, I would prefer to leavo
that question untouched for tho present.
If I should bo called to tho permanent pas-

torate of tbo church and should accept,
then it will bo timo enough to talk about
my leaving tho Mothodlst body.

" My first sermon will bo preached in tho
Madison-avcn- uo Cijnrch a week from to-

morrow. I shall preach twico a day, morn-
ing and evening, so long a3 I occupy tho
Eulpit. During this month I Intend to

series of lectures upon tho ' Mon-
umental Evidences of Christianity,' using
material wblcu l gathered when l was in
Europo last summer. Thero will bo about
ten lectures In all, beginning with tho
ancient Biblical manuscripts and closing
with a criticism of tho agnostics of y.

Tho scries will include an account of tho
new light thrown upon tho Scriptures by
recent archaeological discoveries in many
fields, but chiefiy in Egypt. Archaeology
has always been ono of my favorite studios,
and I hopo to havo timo and strength to
work in this field, which grows more and
moro important overy year.
